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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Receipt is acl<nowledged of tine Applicants' response filed on 1/30/08 and 
2/14/08. Claims 1-4, 6, 10, 11, 24-27, 29-36 are pending. 

The 131 declaration filed on 2/14/08 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to 
overcome the US 2004/0197407 A1 reference. 

Response to Amendments and Remarks 

Reiections-35 USC S 112 1st: New Matter and written description 

Claim 1-4, 6, 10, 1 1, 24-27, 29-36 are amended to claim the very defined composition of 

cyclobenzaprine including a water insoluble polymer and plasticizer with the specified 
release profile as claimed in claim 1 and taught by the instant specification, thereby 
rendering the rejection moot. 

Reiections-35 USC S 103: US 2004/0197407 in view of Patel (US 2003/0215496) 

Claim 1-4, 6, 10, 11, 24-27, 29-36 the 131 declaration swearing behind the reference 
2004/0197407 was accepted, thereby rendering the rejection moot. 
Reiections-35 USC S 103: US 2004/0197407 in view of Meadows (US 2003/0099711) 
Claim 1-4, 6, 10, 11, 24-27, 29-36 the 131 declaration swearing behind the reference 
2004/0197407 was accepted, thereby rendering the rejection moot.

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is US 4,851 ,228 which teaches a multiparticulate controlled 
release dosage form comprising an active agent such as cyclobenzaprine and a 
polymer coating of various water insoluble polymers and plasticlzers as instant claimed, 
but the art also teaches including pore formers which would alter the release profile 
(abstract; claims 1 , 9, and 16; col. 7, lines 25-63). As such the prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest the very defined composition of cyclobenzaprine including a water 
insoluble polymer and plasticizer with the specified release profile as claimed in claim 1 . 

Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
